School Drug Course 


‘Should Be 


OTTAWA (CP) — Manda- 
tory programs about use and 
misuse of drugs should be 
started in all schools in 
grades seven to 13, the 
Canailian Mental Health 
Association proposed today. 

They should avoid the

In the case of 
Japan,. commonly one of the leading 
malefactors in the protectionist litera- 
ture, there was indeed an import 
increase of 17 per cent, but.it was much 
more than countered by « 27 per cent 
surge in Canadian exports to that 
country. 


Reduced Continentalism 


It is of interest that we were not in 
1970 the victims of continentalism, much 
feared by économie nationalists. The 
American share of our imports dropped 
by six per cent although sales in absolute 
terms were up 3% per cent. Our imports 
from that country were also down. 

But in contrast, there were huge 
increases in exports to the Common 
Market (41 per cent), to Britain (35 per 
cent), to other Commonwealth countries 
(27 per cent), to Latin America (28 per 
cent, to “remaining” countries — 
notably including the Soviet Union and 
various Arab states — (60 per cent).
